CAREER IN CONGRESS. 
Congressman McKinley held his place in 
|the national legislature for 14 years in spite 
of the machinations of his political ene- 
mias to compass his defeat. Three times 
the Democrats gerrymandered his district 
before they accomplished their purpose, and 
then the master of politics turned defeat 
into victory by winning the governorship 
| from his foes. n 1878 he was put into a dis- 
,trict with an apparent Democratic majori- 
ty of 1800, but e carried it by 1300. Six 
years later his opponents tried another 
gferrymander, but he turned a Democratic 
majority of 1500 into a Republican victory 
with 1600 votes to spare. 

In 1890 a third gerrymander = him into 
a digtrict that had given the Democrats a 
majority of 2900 the year before. Maj. Mc- 
Kinley entered the fight undaunted and the 
contest was one that attracted the atten- 
tion of the whole nation an even in 
Icurope, for the adoption of the McKinley 
tarity a short time before had made the 
Kreat champion of protection an object of 
international] interest andAmportance. 


PRESTIGE FROM DEFEAT. 
It was a political combat which has been 
compared to that fought out between Lin- 


coln and Douglas in Illinois, and though 
McKinley lost — a beggarly margin of F3 
votes, he came forth from the fray re- 
splendent in new glory and greater pres- 

e. 

‘ongressman McKinley's first notable 
speech at Washington was made in 1878 in 
opposition to a tariff measure proposed by 

ernando Wood. On the elevation of Gar- 
fl to the Senate and then to the White 
louse two years later, McKinley was given 
a place on the ways and means committee, 
which opened the portals to his new career 
as the expounder of the tariff and the pvro- 
tector of American labor. 

One of the first ae to distin- 
ulsh himself in this line came in 1884 in the 
iscussion of the Mills tariff bill, and the 
Ohio congressman leaped into national fame 
on that incident, Samuel Randall of Penn- 
Syivania, though a Democrat, had been 
granted an hour to vee against the bill 
and was to be followed by McKinley.

When the hour was up Randall asked for 
an extension of time, but Mills refused to 
give it. Suddenly, amid the din and uproar, 
a clear, musical, vibrant .volce rang out: 
“Mr. Chairman,” and Maj. McKinley, with 
beaming face and eyes, was seen making 
his way to the front. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he said, “I belleve I am 
to be recognized next after the gentlemaa 
from Pennsylvania. 1 yiell him fifteen 
minutes of my time.” 

This chivalric action was greeted with a 
thunder of applause, and: the Ohioan had 
captured the roune and galleries. When he 
arose to speak, sympathy was. strongly 
with him, and he gave the assembly a fine 
sample of those qualities that have since 
distinguished him as one of the best ora- 
tors the United States has produced. 

Iiis speech was characterized by unlim- 
ited and spontaneous good nature, a keen 
wit, a wealth of apothegm, an absolute 
grasp of the general subject and a perfect 
mastery of all details. McKinley's bearing 
and delivery were inimitable—dignified, but 
easy; familiar, but elevated; thoroughly 
earnest and carrying proof of personal con- 
viction, and withal so amiable a manner 
as to win unprejudiced listeners. 


STYLE MARES MASTER. 

Tfis style was clearness and straightfor- 
wardness exemplified, and so direct and 
simple that no effort was required to fol- 
low him through an ordinarily dry dis- 
course, He displayed to perfection that 
happy faculty for which he has since be- 
come famous of clothing with the mag- 
netic charm of life the cold, practical facts 
of economic philosophy and experience. His 
voice, high and resonant, clear and musical 
ag a bell, pierced to every corner of the 
House, and it was evident to his hearere 
that a new leader had sprung into the 
front ranks of the great Republican party. 

Congressman McKinley was a candidate 
against Thomas B. Reed in 1889 for the 
epeakership of the House, but fate, wiser 
than he, reserved him for the chairmanship 
of the ways and means committee, the sec- 
ond highest plece, and sometimes the first, 
in the Hiouse. It was thus that the way was 
paved for the McKinley tariff bill in 1890, 
which has had such an incalculable influ- 
ence on the affairs of the United States. 
That measure was the expression of the 
Ohio stateman’s protection dogma, and in it, 
too, blazed the reciprocity policy which 
the great leader reiterated only a few 
hours before he was struck down by the 
assassin’s shot. 


STEMS A STAMPEDE. 
So deep an impress had he made on the 
attention of the country by his fight against 
the Mills bill that he became an important 


factor In the national convention of 1884. 
He was an ardent follower of Blaine, 
though John Sherman of Ohio was a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination. When 
an effort was made to divert a stampede 
from Blaine by an adjournment it was Mc- 
Kinley who jumped into the breach and by 
a few words in that clear-cut high-pitched 
voice of his folled the scheme of the politi- 
cal plotters. 
He was afterward the central figure in 
two of the most dramatic scenes of national 
conventions, in which he exhibited the keen 
sense of personal honor which hag been 80 
marked a characteristia, In 1888 he was a 
delegate pledged to support Sherman. He 
was then so popular that an effort was 
made to carry the convention for him, an 
effort that mizht have succeeded if he had 
not stopped it At the proper moment he 
made an impassioned speech against the 
plan, concluding with these words, whic 
left no doubt of his sincerity: 
“IT do request, I do demand, that no dele- 
gate who would not cast reflections upon me 
shall qast a ballot for me.” 


DISPLAY OF LOYALTY. 

Four years later at Minneapolis he was A 
Ohio tried to start a 
McKinley stampede by casting its vote tor 
him, but he arose from the chair, for he 
was presiding, and challenged vote, 
leaving no doubt of his ’ to his 
pledge. These evidences popularity 
pointed to McKinley as the foreordained 
nominee of the Republican party for Pres- 
ident. After his defeat for Congress in 1890 
he was noménated for governor of Ohio the 
following year, redeemed the astafe from 
the Democracy, and was re-elected in 1893. 
The presidential nomination came to iim 
in 1806 

The campaign of that year was one of 
the most hotivy contested ‘tn the political 
histor of the nation. The free and un- 
imited coinage of silver was the issue 
forced by the Democratic party, but the 
@hioan took his stand on a platform de- 
claring for an honest currency, for an hon- 
orable fulfillment of the pledges of the 
nation and for such sound measures as 
should save the country from financial 
trial, anarchy and industrial distress. 


SPLENDID WAR RECORD. 

The President's conduct of the war with 
Spain—and Washingtonians know he 
played a greater part personally than the 
outside world knows—was Pp splendid 
achievement. It shed new luster on gur 
arms and our diplomacy. It carried the 
country to a glorious victory unmarred by 
a defeat, and unsullied by an unworthy 
act. It raised the United States in the 


estimation of the world, removed the last 
barrier between North and South and 
opened the way to new triumphs in the 
waiks of peace. 

Following the armed struggle in Cuba 
and on the high seas east and west came 
the embarrassing problems. arising from

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 14.—A surgeon at- 


tending. the President was told this morning | 


that many persons were already criticising | 


the surgeons for having permitted the Pres- 
ident to eat toast, because there was 4 
general belief among laymen at any rate 
that toast was a substance that would 
be gritty and tend to irritate the weakened 
stomach. 

“I knew we would be critisised, and bit- 
terly, whenever a change for the worst ap- 
peared in the President's condition no 
matter what we did,’ he said. 

“People cannot be altogether reasonable 
at such a time andin such matters as this, 
we are too human ourselves to expect them 
to be. But about the toast.’’ The pihysi- 
clan held out his index finger and the one 
next to it , and crossed them just below 
the nail of index finger. 

‘There,’ he said, ‘“‘that is as large as the 
plece of toast the President had, and it 
was very thin; thinner by half than are my 
fingers. He merely nibbled at the toast. 
He had hardly a mouthful of it: not a 
mouthful; not half a bite altogether. It 
was given him not especially as food but 
because there seemed to be no better way 
of removing the heavy coating on his 
tongue and the inside of his mouth. The 
coating was very disagreeable to him, and 
was endangering his comfort."’ .- 

The surgeon added that of all the trou- 
bles of the surgeons of last 24 hours. none 
was more distressing to them than the way 
the President’s heart acted.

This desctg ition has not 
satisfied the physicians. They did not un- 
derstand the causes which influenced the 
action of the heart. and {tt was imposible to 
treat conditions which had symptoms that 
they could not understand. 

A few hours before the President diea Ir. 
Mann was asked what the chief trouble 
was. He said: 

“Apparently it Is some affection of the 
heart. But we do not know what it is ex- 
actly. Senator Hanna has given us to un- 
derstand that there will be an autopsy, bur 
we are in the dark. The President's pulse 
has been rapid from the start. It has never 
behaved right. It has steadily and progres- 
sively grown weaker. For the last 24 hours 
he has been having sinking Spells oft and 
on, each one worse and onah one harder to 
bring him back from. 

“The President did not belleve until late 
vesterday that he would die. He told me 
this morning that he had not lost heart 
We were iaughing and joking while I was 
dressing the wound. He said to me: ‘T feel 
that I will get well.’ This evening he spoke 
to Dr. Rixey about dying. He said he felt it 
was almost over. 

“He then asked for his wife. Mrs. Me- 
Kinley was with him for an hour and a 
half. They conversed together, making their 
farewells. Mrs. McKinley bears up splen-

THE OFFICES FOR THE DEAD. 
Thus closed the final chapter of the life of 
William McKinley. All that remained was 
to perform those grewsome offices which 
follow death. There was the sending of the 


official notices, the summoning of the fu- 
neral directors, the first hasty thoughts of 
the details of burial. Within half an hour 
a carriage had brought those who were to 
take charge of the body. The autopsy, 
which had been decided upon for the poe & 
forenoon rendered impossible the immedi- 
ate embalming process. The corpse was 
laid upon a stretcher and covered by a 
sheet, remained in the chamber where death 
had occurred. 

A uniformed guard of the United States 
me tag A hospital corps was detailed for duty 
at the temporary bier. ‘ 

At 3:30 the long crepe emblem of mourn- 
ing was hung from the door of the house. 
It was of heavy material of amplest width, 
caught together with a wide black ribbon. 

As to the funeral arrangements but lit- 
tle could be determined during the early 
hours of the morning. A meeting of the 
cabinet had been summoned, and this would 
adjust the necessary preliminaries of the 
obsequies. In their hasty exchanges of last 
midnight the members of the cabinet had 
expressed the bellef that the body of the 
dead President would be borne to Wash- 
ington, there to lie in state tn the rotunda 
ut the capitol and later to be removed to 
Canton for final interment. 


WAITING FOR MR. ROOSEVELT. 
The arrival of the new President, The- 
odore Roosevelt, is awaited with anxious 
interest. Numerous telegrams had been 


dispatched to him along his route, but it 
was not known here wnether or not they 
had been received. Mr. Roosevelt was ex- 
pected to reach Buffalo about 1 p. m. to- 
day. When he-would take oath of office 
had not been communicated by him so far 
as could be learned. It was the belief that 
he would take the oath after his arrival 
here. Under the constitution he is. now 
President of the United States and the 
taking of the oath ts merely a prelimainary 
requisite to beginning the exercise of his 
presidential functions. 

The assumption by him of the office of 
President méans the disintegration of the 
present cabinet. The resignations of all 
the cabinet officers will be submitted to 
Mr. Roosevelt at once and he will be free 
to formulate his.own policy of govern- 
ment, and to select his own advisers. Who 
they are is already a matter of active spec- 
ulation, but it {Is needless to say that 
with Mr. Roosevelt absent from the scene 
and sharing in. the nation’s grief, there 
can be nothing beyond the realm of con- 
jecture. 


CONGRESS WILL BE ASSEMBLED. 


That there is to be an extraordinary ses5- 
sion of Congress appears to be settled by 
the law enacted in 1884, following the as- 
sassination of Garfield, which provided for 
the succession to the presidency. 

This establishes that the secretary of 
state of the new cabinet will in effect be 
Vice-President, succeeding to the presi- 
dency in case of the death or disability of 
the President. It also provides that a pro- 
clamation shall be issued by the new Pres- 
ident convening an extraordinary session 
of Congress 


ASSASSIN MUST SUFFER DEATH. 
The wretch Czolgosz now stands accused 


of murder. 

The crime was committed with malice 
aforethought and as such was murder in the 
first degree, the punishment for which, un- 
der the laws of New York, is death in the 
electric chair. Had the death of the Presi- 
dent occurred at any other time than in 
the early hours of the morning it would 
have boded ill to the evil genius of this 
fearful episode. The angry spirit of the 
people had reached an intense pitch last 
night. Foreseeing the danger of possible riot 
the police had quarters where Czolgosz is 
confined roped off and the menacing thou- 
sands held at bay. The entire police force 
of the city, regulars and reserves, was held 
on duty all night.

General evidence of mourning for the 
dead President was seen in every part of 
St. Loulfs Saturday. 

In the downtown section flags were at 


half-mast, business houses were draped in 
black and, in many windows, portraits of 
Mr. McKinley, framed in mourning, were 
shown. 

In the residence district flags were low- 
ered and many houses had crepe draped 
over windows or hanging on doors. 

It was as if the death of the President was 
a personal and intimate loss to all. 

Men in the conduct of thelr business went 
about with serious and preoccupied looks. 
It was a difficult task for most men to 
hold their attention to their affairs, so 
heavily the death of Mr. McKinley weighed 
on the public mind. 

The faces of persons passing 
street were tense, not 
with a personal grief. 

No person, no matter of what station or 
political affillation, failed to share in the 
nee and personal mourning for the Pres- 
aent. 

It was evident in the most commonplace 
meetings as in important affairs. 

Expressions of regret and grief were the 
substance of almost every conversation. 

Public mourning was very general. Mayor 
Wells eariy issued a proclamation deploring 
the President's death, and requesting mer- 
chants and the public generally to join 
the municipal government in a service of 
reverent sorrow. 

Flags on all the city buildings were low- 
ered to half-mast, and the City Hall was 
draped in black. 

Mayor Wells has announced that every 
city office will be closed on the 
day of the President's funeral, and 
asks that all private business, so 
| far as possible, be suspended on that day.

PARIS HEARS

The United States embassy and consulate, 
all the hotels and American business 
houses and the establishments of many 
French firms on the Avenue de l’Opera, 
the Rue de la Pallx, the main boluevards 
and in the Champs Elysees quarter, dis- 
played this mark of respect.

Ambassador Porter, who has not 
been well for the past fortnight was deep- 
ly affected by yesterday's in elligence. He 
had undergone a very painful but not dan- 
gerous operation for a local trouble the 

revious day and was upset yesterday by 
the sudden change for the worse in Mr. 
McKinley's copdition. His physician, there- 
fore, ordered that he should have complete 


President's death be communicated to him 
this morning. He will be notified later in 
the day. 

Minister of Foreign Affairs Delcasse call- 
ed at the embassy at about 10 o'clock, but 
cotuld not be received. 

A few minutes later President Loubet 
drove up. The ambassador's physician re- 
ceived Pim and explained that the news 
had thus far been kept from Ambassador 
Porter and that it was deemed inadvisable 
to allow him to receive anyone. President 
Loubet expressed deep empeny with the 
ambassador and asked that the latter be 
informed of his visit and he intended per- 
sonally to convey condolences over the loss 
sustained by the American people. He 
then departed.

The news of President McKinley's death comes~with the force 
of a double shock. The news of the shooting of the President 
was at first accepted as a message of death, but having appar- 
ently passed out of the shadow, the American people cherished 
with joy the expectation that the President would recover. But 
the President is dead and the nation is plunged in grief. 

For the third time the annals of this peaceful republic have 
peen stained with the blood of a murdered President—here where 
the people have ne rulers but. themselves, where liberty is se- 
cured and all mer are free' i 

Like the two who feil before him, President McKinley was 

the mnost amiable and well-disposed of men, with nothing but 
kindness in his heart for any of his fellow-citizens—*‘With malice 
toward none, with charity for all’’—and with his greatest em- 
bition to serve his country in the love of men and the fear of 
God. 
Again the horror of the crime and an overwhelming sense 
its atrocity and folly overcomes one.

His last public speech, made at the Exposition 
last week, was rct only graceful, pregnant and eloquent, but, 
by that rare good fortune which attended Mr. McKinley through- 
out all his poiiical career, it struck the popular chord at so 
precisely the rigi.: time, and on exactly the most suitable occa- 
sion, as to receive universal approval. 

If Mr. McKinley was, like most successful statesmen, an op- 
portunist, surely the opportunity to crown his fame and to con- 
firm his high place in the regard of his countrymen which came 
to him as it wouid seem providentially in this last public appear- 
ance, could not have Geen better improved.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sept. 14.—The 
last of three strong and eccentric brothers 
named Kramer lies dying in a dilapidated 
cabin near Poca, W. Va., and simultane- 
ously the last of three mighty sycamore 
trees that once stood near by {fs tottering 
to its fall. 

The trees were named after the brothers, 
and a spirit, whom they called the Maid of 
the Mist, bewitched trees and men 
prophesied that at the death of each broth-

And so it came to pass with the first two, 
Samuel and Ruda. So the people of the 
neighborhood fully believe, it will be when 
old Matthew Kramer dies. 

The brothens came to the Poca neighbor-
